Georgia Governor Commutes 
Death Sentence to Life 
Imprisonment. 


RESPITE ALMOST 
AT ELEVENTH HOTJB 


Man Sentenced to Hang is 
Spirited Away Before 
Announcement» 


..Atlanta, Ga., June 21.—Leo FrtaM 
sentence was commuted to life inipris- 
onment today by Governor Slatoa. Aa- 
nouncement of the governor's dseWoB 
came several hours after Frank bad been 
secretly taken from the jail het» and 
hurried to the 
state 
prison farm at 
Milledgeville. 
Frank was sentenced to 
be hanged here tomorrow for the mur- 
der of Mary Phagan in April, 1913. 


Governor Slaton stfll was at his coim- 
try home when he annoimced his deci- 
sion. In making the announcement the 
governor dictated the following brief 
statement: 


"All that- I ask is that the people of' 
Georgia read my statement of the rea- 
sons why I commuted Leo M. Frank's 
death sentence to life imprisonment be- 
fore they pass judgment. 


"Feeling as I do about this case, I 
would be a murderer if I allowed this 
man to hang. 
It means that I must 
live in obscurity the rest of my days, 
but I would rather be plowing in a field 
than to feel for the rest of my life that 
I had that man's blood on my hands." 


Governor Slaton 
was 
completing a 
long statement giving his reasons for 
his action, and this, he said, would be 
made public later. 


Public Anger Manifest. 


When early reports that Frank's sen- 
tence had been commuted began to cir- 
culate crowds bfgan to gather on the 
principal down-town street corners. The 
arrest of a man who attempted to dis- 
mount a policeman 
by 
grabbing the 
horse's reins, stirred one crowd to ex- 
citement and they followed the officer to 
the city hall, a block awav. 


Speakers 
started 
to 
harangue

crowd from the city hall steps, but were 
stopped by an extra force of police.

was stated a 
delegation 
was coming 
here from Marietta, the former home of 
^lary Phagan.

DEMENTED WOMAN 


TAKES HEB LIFE 


Mrs. Ralph Bump, of Roanoke, Blows Out 
Brains After a Half Hour's Chat 
With a Neighbor. 


Roanoke, Ind., June 21.—For thirty 
minutes Saturday afternoon Mrs. Ralph 
Bump, of Roanoke, chatted with her 
neighbor, Mrs. Adolph Bozer, returned to 
her home and putting a .32 caliber re- 
volver to her forehead, pulled the trig- 
ger. 
She died instantly. 
The suicide 
occurred at 4:25 o'clock according to 
the most reliable testimony. 


Mrs. Bozer said Mrs. Bump put her 
head out of a window and asked her to 
step over to the house. 
Just as Mrs. 
Bozer, in answer to the summons, pui 
her hand on the screen door to enter the 
home sho heard a shot, and ran to the 
Martin Glock home for aid. 


Mr. Bump had been working about 
the yard and house while his wife was 
calling on Mrs. Bozer, and had gone on 
an errand just 
before 
she 
returned. 
When Mrs. Bozer hastened back from 
the Glock home ilr. Bump was work- 
ing in the yard, unaware of what had 
occurred. 


"Is anything wrong in the house?' 
Mrs. Bozer asked him. 


"Why, not that I know of," he re- 
plied. 


When told of the shot being fired Mr. 
Bump ran into the house and found his 
wife lying across her bed, the gun on 
the floor where it had dropped from her 
hand. 


Uzel Bimip, father of Ralph Bump, 
was in an adjoining room btit knew 
nothing of the tragedy. 
He is a veter- 
an of the civil war, and a helpless in- 
valid due to paralysis. 


Six years ago Mrs. Bump decided to 
end her life. 
Before taking carbolic 
acid she gave her infant daughter three 
morphine tablets a physician had left 
at the time of the cliild's birth. 
At 
that 
time the 
famil5r 
lived east 
of 
Koanoke in Allen county, and a Roanoke 
doctor arrived 
in time to save Mrs. 
Bump's life. 
The baby was in another 
room, and Avhen Mrs. Bump rallied from 
the effccts of the acid she told the phy- 
sician what she had given the child. 
It 
was too late and the baby died. 


Mrs. Bump said a desire not to leave 
the child to the care of strangers caused 
her to poison it, and in the trial that 
followed in Fort Wayne on a charge of 
murder she was acquitted. 


Despondency is the reason generally 
assigiitid for taking her life. 
The care 
of her invalid father-in-law, in addition 
to her housework, and brooding over the 
death of the child is believed to have 
affected her mind. 


Besides the husband she leaves two 
sons, Forest and Alvin, eleven and four- 
teon years old respectively. 


OLD CANAL BOATMAN A SUICIDE. 


COUNTRY HOME DESTROYED. 


Bluffton, Ind., June 21.—The beautiful 


country home of J. H. HoflFacker, an ex- 
trustee of Rockcreek township, has been 
destroyed by fire. The building was to- 
tally destroyed and only a small por- 
tion of the furniture was saved. 
The 
direction of the wind prevented the fire 
from spreading to the other farm build- 
ings. It is supposed that the fire start- 
ed from a spark from the chimney. Sirs. 
Hoflfacker was alone at the house at the 
time, her husband and his son having 
started to Liberty Center. 
The loss is 
partly covered by insurance. 


STRANGE CASE ENDS FATALLY. 


Waterloo, Ind., June 21.—Mrs. Obe- 
diah Leas is dead at her home here from 
blood-poisoning after an illness of just 
a week, amputation of her left arm last 
Wednesday by Dr. H. A. Duemling, of 
Fort Wayne, having failed to save her 
life.

Amputation was 
decided upon as the only measure of re- 
lief and that was resorted to. 
Blood- 
poisoning, however, had developed and 
could not be arrested. 
The night be- 
fore she was attacked Mrs, Leas was 
out automobile riding with members of 
her family and was apparently in per- 
fect health. 
She was fifty-nine years 
old and is survived by her husband and 
three children. She was a charter 
mem- 
ber of the Order of the Eastern Star 
here.

The formal dedication of that section of Allen county's portion 
pt the Lincoln highway which has already been improved is an event 
eo iinique in the county's history, and is invested with so great a 
popular interest that the event will long stand as a conspicuous 
milestone in the progress of this region.

It is a distinction to be lo- 
cated along the great national roadway extending from coast to 
coast that bears the Emanicaptor's name, but in material advantge 
the advantage is much greater because time is proving that no in- 
vestment is productive of greater'returns than that made in good 
roads. And while we are dedicating the Fort Wayne-New Haven 
section of the Lincoln highway with the waving flags, the blare of 
music, the automobile parade, the drills, the distinguished visitors, 
the speeches and the throngs gathered for the occasion, let us not 
fail to give full measure of credit where it belongs. 
It was the 
Adams township citizenry that led the way locally jn this splendid 
improvement. It was the tax-payers of Adams township who placed 
themselves behind the movement, pushed it to completion and paid 
the bills for the first section of the Lincoln highway in this county 
to be fully improved. It is not alone.the Lincoln highway, but the 
Adams township stone road that is being dedicated with such joyous 
acclaim.

BILLY SUNDAY'S "PLAGIARISM." 


Almost at the last moment, Governor Slaton, of Georgia, has 
commuted to life imprisonment the sentence of death imposed upon 
Leo M. Frank, convicted of the murder of Mary Phagan, an Atlanta 
factory girl, somewhat more than two years ago. 
Outside of 
Georgia, at least, there will be almost universal opinion that Gover- 
nor Slaton's action is eminently correct and proper. That there ex- 
isted there a powerful unreasoning and unjust sentiment against the 
prisoner has been plainly apparent to all who have followed the 
newspaper accounts of the case. So strong was the prejudice that 
there has been from the first grave doubt if a fair trial were possi- 
ble for the young man accused of a most henions crime. That the 
public did not believe Frank had a fair chance is evidenced by the 
flood of petitions, signed by thousands of people in every walk o£ 
life and in every state in the union, beseeching a commutation of the 
sentence in the belief that later developments might definitely estab- 
lish Frank's innocence. Governor Slaton's decision will doubtless 
arouse much anger in his own state, but he has courageously done 
not only the merciful but the just thing. 


Doubtless a good many of the old guard of the republican party 
who stuck to the ship through the late unpleasantness are termbling 
in their shoes as they reflect on what is coming to them with the re- 
turn of the leaders of the bull moose movement. Every one of the 
latter who has declared his intention of returning to the republican 
ranks has explained that he is doing so purely for the purpose of 
fighting the same element which led him to turn his back on the 
party three years ago to, follow the spectacular but disastrous lead 
of Colonel Roosevelt.

They are accusing Billy Sunday of 
cribbing his sermons from Sam Jones, 
Gipsy Smith and Talmage.

day Jones and Sjmith and Talmage were 
accused of stealing their sermons. 


Such accusations are common. 
The 
state of Kansas has recently been stir- 
red by a conflict over the authorship of 
the poem, "Kansas." John J. Ingalls was 
cliarged with having stolen the sonnet, 
"Opportunity," bodily from an Italian 
poefc, and when the two sonnets were 
compared there was a striking simi- 
larity, yet no one who knew Ingalls 
doubted his assertion that he had never 
seen the work of the Italian when he 
wrote his famous sonnet. 


A great many writers have used a 
vast amount of time trying to prove 
that Shakespeare stole all of h's plays; 
and that John Bunyan cribbed "Pil- 
grim's Progress" almost verbatim from 
a French allegory. John Adams used to 
declaim against the literary merits of 
the Declaration of Independence on the 
ground that its most effective passages 
were not original with Jefferson. 


The same ideas are bound to occur 
to different persons, and there is bound 
to be similarity in the expression 
of 
them, whether it is in written verse, 
prose or the spoken word. 
A recent 
English writer lias devoted pages of a 
book to printing in parallel columns 
sayings of Jesus and quotations from 
the Talmud and from Greek and Roman 
writers. 
He finds, for instance, that 
the line from the Lord's prayer, "Thy 
will be done," is paralleled from the 
Talmud: "What is a short prayer? R. 
Eliezer said: Thy will be done in heav- 
en and peace to those who fear thee on 
earth." 
Also Epictetus said: "Have no 
will but the will of God and who shall 
restrain thee." 
But the fact that the 
same ideas have been used by the proph- 
ets of the race does not affect the val- 
ue of the ideas or lessen the worth of 
the prophet to tho world. Old ideas are 
constantly made new and vital for a 
new generation by the power of a per- 
sonality. 
Thomas B. Reed's sneer at 
the "enthusiasm of Theodore Roosevelt 
over the discovery of the Ten Command- 
ments" was wholly pointless. 
It goes 
hard with a people who do not constant- 
ly rediscover the Ten Commandments. 


Take tho case of Billy Sunday, who 
doubtless has used ideas and illustra- 
tions freely from his predecessors. Let 
anybody who thinks of him as a mere 
borrower try to move men by reciting 
old sermons! 
Sunday turns men to a 
new life by the vitality which he puts 
in the old messages. 
It is the unique 
personality that gives effect to what he 
says. 
Can you imagine 
a drunkard, 


turned from his old ways by Sunday's 
preaching, exclaiming: "Why, the atory 
that jarred mo loose and converted me 
had been used once before by D. L. 
Moody. 
I'm going to go to drinking 
again!"

Supreme Court Orders Be- 
argument—'' Grandfather 
Clause'' Illegal 


Washington, June 21.—The supreme 
court adjourned today for the summer 
without deciding the International Har- 
vester, 
Oregon, 
minimum 
wage and 
other important cases pending. 
It will 
not meet again until October. , 


The court acted unexpectedly and on 
its 
own initiative 
in 
ordering re- 
argument of the harvester case. 
It had 
been asked by neither the government 
nor the company. 
Re-arguments gener- 
ally are ordered when the court stands 
very . close on a decision. 


The Oklahoma constitutional "grand 
father clause" restricting the n e ^ vote, 
was today annulled as unconstitutional 
by the supreme court. 
Chief 
Justice 
White announced the decision 
holdini^ 
that it was a \iolation of the 15th 
amendment to select an arbitrary date 
such as 1866 in fixing the qualification 
of voters- 
The decision is believed to 
reach "grandfather clause" legislation in 
many southern states. 


The supreme court today reconsidered 
its denial of a review of the conviction 
of Andrew Caminetti, of San Francisco, 
on charges of violating the white slavo 
law and ffranted a mviAw. 
It 
also 
granted a review of the conviction of 
Maury I. Diggi» convictod with Camt*

federal district comt in New Jersey, 
v/hich dismiissed the government's Sher- 
man law and commodities clause suit 
against the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & 
Western 
railroad 
and the 
Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western 
C oal company. 


Department of justice ofTicials s^id 
the court's decision was a clean-cut vic- 
tory in the government's long tight to 
compel disassociation of the railroads 
and their coal 
companies. 
Its elTect, 
they said, is far-reaching.

21.—Numerous 
activities in which the American Medi- 
cal association is engaged, particularly 
in the line of educating the public for 
the preservation of health, were report- 
ed upon at the opening session today of 
the sixty-sixth annual meeting of the 
association. 
Dr. Victor C. Vaughan, of 
Ann Arbor, Mich., dean of the medical 
department of the University of Michi- 
gan. is president of the association and 
presided today at the meeting in the 
exposition memorial auditoriirm. 


Dr. Henry B. Favill, of Chicago, who 
presente<l the report of the council on 
health and public instruction, said that 
during the past year the council had 
continued the development of its pro- 
gram which includes a thorough inves- 
tigation of present public health condi- 
tions in the United States, the educa- 
tion of the public by every 
possible 
means, in order that the people 
maj- 
understand the '.»normous advances 
in 
scientific medical knowle<lge during the 
last generation for the prevention 
of 
disease and the prolongation of human 
life. 
lie reportcfl that Dr. Charles V. 
Chapin, commissioner 
of 
health, 
of 
Providence, R. I., as the special repre- 
sentative of the .'ouncil, visited and in- 
spected the boards of health in all of 
the states and had prepared a report as 
a basis of standardizing and classify- 
ing their work. 
He said a similar study 
of federal and municipal health activi- 
ties was being planned. 


An important ''get-together" 
move- 
ment was indicated in the report of the 
central committee on the public health 


organization, which has made a survey 
of forty-four diflerent national organi-- 
zations working on public health sub- 
jects, duplicating eflort, wasting money 
and labor and conflicting in functions. 
It was said a union meeting of all the 
organizations interested was being plan- 
ned for 1916, with a view to imiting 
as many of these organizations as pos- 
sible in a single strong national organi- 
zation. 


Regarding 
public 
educational 
work 
the council reported that the speakers' 
bureau had furnished speakers for 151 
public 
meetings during the year 
and' 
that the bureau of literature had print- 
ed nearly 300,000 pamphlets on differ- 
ent public health subjects, including a 
campaign of education for mothers on 
how to save babies, and on the minimum 
sanitary requirements for rural schools. 


The educational work of the associa- 
tion regarding frauds in patent medi- 
cines and the interest shown by the 
public were reported as having steadily 
increased, and the work which the coun- 
cil undertook 
some ten years ago in 
elevating the standard of requirements 
for mcfiical education was said to have 
been so successful that the conditions 
which were outlined in the first report 
a decade ago as ideal, have now become 
a reality. 
There were, however, a num- 
ber of further advances to be recom- 
mended, among which were reforms in 
methods of clinical instruction in medi- 
cal colleges. 


The secretary of the association, Dr. 
Alexander R. CVaig, of Chicago, report- 
ed that the membership had increased 
from 74.23.5 in 1914 to 70,020 this year.

Board in Charge of Work- 


men's Compensation Has 


No Time to Loaf. 


(By Willis S. Thompson.) 


Indianapolis, June 
i?.—The 
busiest 
body of men a t the state house, not 
even excepting the five members of the 
ipu&lic service commission who have be- 
come used to being swamped under afi 
accumulation of important business, is 
the board having charge of the opera- 
tions of the workmen's 
compensation. 


Naturally the work of this new de- 
partment comes closer to all the peo- 
ple of Indiana than any other law on 
the statute books. I t more vitally and 
directlj' affects the individual than any 
other. 
It governs employer and em- 
ployed and their mutual relations. 
It 
goes far to the regulation and the bet- 
terment of working 
conditions 
and 
serves as a mutual protection. 


The new law provides that 
unless 
employers or employes notify the board 
in proper form, and the notification is 
accepted and approved by the board, 
then all employers and employes come 
automatically 
under the law's 
provi- 
sions. 
This is much simpler than put- 
ting it the other way and requiring for- 
mal notice of acceptance, for the chief 
reason 
that the employer or employe 
who is not likely to be a warm advo- 
cate of the law will be the exception. 
In case any employer does not wish to 
come under the law, his notice to that 
effect is a waiver of the old laws which 
are 
usually 
resorted to in defending 
suits brought to recover damages 
in 
cases of injury or death resulting to 
an employe through accident. 


Workmen's 
compensation 
is a com- 
paratively new tiiincr in legislation and 
its popularity is best shown in the ra- 
pidity with which it is covering the 
eartli. 
The first law of the kind was 
adopted by (jerniany on July G. • 1884, 
just 
thirty-one 
years apo. 
Forty-two 
nations 
have since 
adopted it. The 
first such law in the United States be- 
came effective in New York in 1910. 
Tliirty of the forty-eight states now 
have the law in some form or another. 
The 
constitutionality of the law has 
been well established in a number of 
the states an<l Indiana has but to set 
to work putting the provisions into ac- 
tive operation.

The 
foundation 
of workmen's com- 
pensation legislation is in the principle 
of jiistiop and ri.irlit. and as pointed out 
by the board, is the belief that 
the 
biirden of accidents as they affect hu- 
ma.n r-inployes .slioiild be carried as a 
part of the cost of production just as 
much as the breaking or Avearing out 
and replacement of machinery is a part 
of that expense, and provided for in the 
cost of the niantifactured article to the 
consiimer. 
Or. as it is probably more 
forcibly pnt. the human 
employe 
is 
placed at least on an equal footing in 
this one rosnoct of compensation 
with 
the mnle; for when the m:i!o has been 
killed or injured in the discharge 
of 
his duties and as a part of the busi- 
ness, the expense has been counted as 
part of the cost of production and pro- 
vided for. Under ihe new law the em- 
ploye is protected and instead of the 
employer spendinp much money in court 
costs and tho like to defend suits for 
damage.s, all such things are adjusted 
by the state board and all the money 
tliat is paid goes to tlie relief of the 
man or woman deprived of the means of 
making the living. 


80 the spirit and effect of the law 
is to provide that employers shall carry 
insurance in approved companies, pro- 
tectinji workmen aijainst accidental in- 
juries or death incurred in the discharge 
of their duties, the operation of the 
law in the adjustment of all claims be- 
injcr in charge of the state board. 


In 
case employers do not wish to 
carry this insurance, but choose to as- 
: sume the risk directly, the board must 
decide if this is a safe risk for em- 
ployes. by forecasting the business a.nd 
financial 
strenglh yf the institution for 
ten years inio tlip future, the time dur- 
ing which the pnymcni of compensation 
is allowed to cnntinup. 
The difTiculty 
of making any sucJi fnreca.st is pointed 
out by citincr cn."=es of some large busi- 
ness institutions which have one year 
been rated far above par and a year 
later through unforeseen 
circumstances 
forced entirely out of business. 


Under provisions of the Indiana law 
an employe is not entitled to compensa- 
tion for the first fourteen days that an 
injury forces him to relinquish his work, 
except that he shall be provided proper 
medical and hospital attention bj' and 
at the expense of the employer. 


At the end of this fourteen days he 
shall for total disability for work be 
allowed 45 per cent, of 
the 
average 
weekly wage earned for one year pre-

Componsatioii in 
no case to cxceed oOO weeks, and the 
total amount paid not to exceed $.5.000. 
Degree.s of injuries and compensation 
arc scaled about the same as in recog- 
nized insurance 
concerns. 


Sections 9 and 10 of the statute ex- 
plain the operation of the law as fol- 
lows : 


"This act shall not apply to casual 
laborers, to farm or agricultural labor- 
ers and to domestic servants, nor to 
employers of such persons; unless such 
employes and their employers voluntar- 
ily elect to be bound by this act. 


"Every employer who elects not to 
operate under this act shall not in any 
suit at law by an employe to recover 
damages for personal injury or death 
by accident be permitted to defend any 
such suit at law upon any one or all of 
the 
following grounds: 


"That the employe was negligent; 
"That the injury was caused by the 
negligence of a fellow employe; 


"That the employe has assumed the 
risk of injury." 


All accidents 
occurring within 
the 
state, 
whether in cases coming under 
the law's operation or 
in 
exempted 
cases, must he reported to this board, 
the penalty for failure to make such 
report being a fine of $25.

President George C. Taylor, of the 
American Express company, gavo on^ 
the statement today, that, in view of 
the active trend of American capital 
and American merchandise toward the 
Orient, the company has decided to add 
to its 'round the world chain of offices 
by establishing new branches at Ma- 
nila, P. I., and at Hong Kong, China. 
Following immediately upon the semi- 
official visit to this country of the Chi- 
nese industrial commission for the pur- 
pose of filling the gap left in Chinese 
commerce by the upheaval of the Euro- 
pean exporting interests, the announce- 
ment is particularly significant. 


"If ever the United States is to take 
its proper place as an exporting na- 
tion to China and southern Asia," said 
Mr. Taylor, "the best time to do it is 
when the door is wide open and when 
the outside world is seeking for what 
we have to offer. This is emphatica,lly 
so in the case of establishing new con- 
nections with eastern peoples who as 
our merchants have discovered, 
cling 
conservatively to the

of 
trade to which they have become accus- 
tomed. 


"We are the only nation at present 
with a free hand to whom they 
can 
look for permanent commercial ties. Al- 
ready American interests have succeed- 
ed in making Manila a commercial cen- 
ter of considerable magnitude. 
Mr. R 
A, Foulks, of our European 
service, 
whom the American Express company 
sent to the Orient to make a first-hand 
survey of the situation, reports to us 
that Manila as the headquarters for 
American interests has m.ode remark- 
able progress and is becoming a factor 
to be reckoned with as the trade cen- 
ter of the far east. We believe we are 
safe in asserting that it will be a mat- 
ter of only a few years when Manila 
will be among tho leaders as a clear- 
ing house for American trade. Our in- 
vestigations 
were 
thorough, 
including 
not only the problems of transporta- 
tion, but the vital issue of 
exchange 
facilities, banking conditions and cred- 
its. 
Hitherto American exporters have 
been carr>'ing on their business largely 
through iEuropean banks with Asiatic 
branches. 
The dominant exchange has 
been pounds sterling. 
In 
establishing 
its new branch houses at these two cen- 
ters, which are only two days' sail 
apart, it is the purpose of the Ameri- 
can Express company not only to per- 
form such financial services as it is 
now doing nt its European offices, but 
to act as an intermediary between Uni- 
ted State's manufacturers and Asiatic 
importers. 


"American trade is doubly welcomed 
at this time throughout all of southern 
Asia. 
China is hungrj' for American 
capital and with the establishment of 
a permanent form of republican govern- 
ment Ave are convinced that China will 
soon prove as rich and profitable a field 
for American exporters as it haa prov- 
ed in the past for Europe.

Three 
Totes defeated the measure in Indiana. 
It was passed by the senate with only 
three votes registered against it, but a 
motion in the house to eall the bill out 
of committee failed to carry, 46 to 40. 
The assembly of WJsconain, by a ma- 
jority of eight votes, killed on April 20. 
a bill for state-wide referendum, but 
on Wednesday, last, the senate revived 
the question by ordering 
a 
similar 
measure engrossed by a vote of 16 to 
13. 
The bill was not expected to come 
np for action in the assembly until next 
week or later. 


Three votes also killed the measure 
in the Texas legislature, where it was 
introduced in the house. A two-thirds 
majority, however, was required to pass 
it and the suffragist supporters claimed 
a great gain. 
The resolution did not 
reach the senate. 


Eight votes defeated the bill in the 
assembly of Wisconsin and there was 
a bitter contest on the qxiestion in Mon- 
tana where, undaunted by the defeat 
of their cause a t the general election 
last year, the suffrage adherents renew- 
ed the 
fight. In Delaware a proposed 
constitutional amendment was defeated 
decisively in botii houses; in Florida In 
the lower house; in Xow Mexico and 
North Carolina it died in committee. In 
ACchigan a proposed amendment to the 
constitution giving women the right to 
vote for presidential electors and all 
officers of educational nature was nev- 
er reported out of the senate commit- 
tee. 
The general assembly of G>nnec- 
ticut declined to send the measure to 
the next assembly for ratification. 


New Mexico, however, passed a laAV 
providing for the appointment of wom- 
en on the governing hoards of 
state 
institutions in the discretion of tJie 
governor. 
North Carolina enacted a bill 
making women eligible to become no- 
taries in the state and giving them the 
right of petition in certain instances. 
Women may become notaries by a law 
passed also in Tennessee and serve in 
that state on school boards. 


Pensions for mothers 
came up for 
consideration in eighteen 
states. • In 
eight—Kansas, Montana, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, New York, Oklahoma, Ten- 
nessee and Wyoming—legislation for 
this purpose was enacted for the 
first 
time. 
In two—Texas and West 
Vir- 
ginia—mothers' pension measures were 
killed. 
In the rest tlie present laws 
were amended or amplified. 


The new Kansas statute fixes the 
maximum grant to needy mothers a t 
$25 a month to be paid a t the discre- 
tion of county commissions. 
The New 
Hampshire law limits payment t o $10 
a month for a dependent mother having 
one child under sixteen years and $5 
for each additional child. 
The legisla- 
ture appropriated $16,000 for the 
first 
two years of the law's operation. 


The New York statute applies to wid- 
ows With a child or children under six- 
teen who will be allowed the 
same 
amount as it would cost the state to 
support them. 
The Montana law ap- 
plies to mothers with children under 
fourteen and whose husbands are con 
fined to a state institution or are physi- 
cally incompetent; the Nevada law to 
widows only. In Oklahoma, both wid- 
ows and mothers whose husbands are 
insane or prisoners are eligible to the 
beneilt« of the law, the compensation 
being $10 a month for one child under 
fourteen and $5 a month for each ad- 
ditional. 
The Wyoming law is similar. 
The law in Tennessee applies in coun- 
ties of 60,000 population or more and 
having juvenile courts.

California, 
Colorado, 
Connecticut, 
North Carolina, Nevada and West Vir- 
ginia acted on divorce laws, California 
amplified hers so that judges were grant- 
ed power t o call ir. the ¿district attor- 
ney where fraud or collusion are sus- 
pected. 
Colorado amended hers so that 
a decree shall not be issued until six 
months after the divorce has been grant- 
ed. 
Connecticut added incurable insan- 
ity to the list of grounds for divorce 
before the courts. 
Previously 
this 
cause had to be taken to the legislature. 
North Carolina passed a measure chang- 
ing from ten to two years the period 
required t o establish desertion, but the 
act met such a storm of protest that it 
was repealed the next day. 
Nevada re- 
turned to her law the six months' resi- 
dence clause. 
West Virginia 
created 
in each coimty the oflSce of "divorce 
commissioner," with power to investi- 
gate divorce suits, appear a t trials, ex- 
amine witnesses and defend the inter- 
ests of the state t o prevent fraud and 
collusion. 


The senate of Indiana passed a eu- 
genic marriage measure, but it was de- 
feated in the house. Legislation to pro- 
mote healthy marriages and check the 
social evil wa« enacted in Vermont, The 
law requires all physicians to report 
cases of social 
disease to the state 
board of health which is empowered to 
prescribe quarantine regulations. 


Labor laws for women were enacted 
in Kansas, Maine, Massachusetts and 
Wyoming. 
Maine wrote into her stat- 
utes a 
fifty-four-hour-a-week 
law for 
both women and boys under 
sixteen 
working in mills, factories and 
laun- 
dries. I t stipulates that such employee 
shall not work more than nine hours 
a day unless for the sole purpose of 
permitting a shorter schedule for one 
day in the week. 
Massachusetts legis- 
lated to prohibit the working of wom- 
en and children overtime for the pur- 
pose of making up for the time lost on 
a legal holiday. 
Wyoming enacted for 
her working women an eight-hour day; 
and both maximum hour and minimum 
wage laws for women were passed by 
Kansas. A commission t o investigate a 
proposed minimum wage law was cre- 
ated by Idaho. 
A bill providing for 
minimum wage for women in Michigan 
was killed in committee, although the 
commission appointed by Governor Fer- 
ris two years ago t o investigate the 
subject, returned a strong report in 
favor of the enactment of such a law. 


New Mexico passed an act increasing 
the property rights of the wife and 
Wyoming in this particular placed wife 
and husband on an equal footing. New 
Jersey authorized the appointment of 
women policemen, 
Oregon forbade dis- 
crimination between male and female 
public school teachers in the payment 
of salaries. 
An attempt in California 
to enact a law t o forbid women to 
shake dice for money or prizes was de- 
feated. So was a bill providing for 
women jurors.

Leaving the jail by a rear 
door shortly before midnight they went 
in an automobile to the terminal sta- 
tion, where a deputy purchased tickets 
for the party to Macon. 


Frank was not handcuffed and was 
wearing the spectacles he usually wears. 
A black slouched hat was pulled down 
over his face. 
The few persons who 
were in the railway station at the time 
failed to recognize him, and it was more 
than an hour after midnight before the 
report was circulated that he had been 
removed from the cell he had occupied 
for many months.

Almost at the last moment, Governor Slaton, of Georgia, has 


commuted to life imprisonment the sentence of death imposed upon 
Leo M. Frank, convicted of the murder of Mary Phagan, an Atlanta 
factory girl, somewhat, more than two years ago. 
Outside of 


Georgia, at least, there will be almost universal opinion that Gover- 
nor Slaton's action is eminently correct and proper. That there ex- 
isted there a powerful unreasoning and unjust sentiment against the 
prisoner has been plainly apparent to all who have followed the 
newspaper accounts of the case. . So strong was the prejudice that 
there has been from the first grave doubt if a fair trial were possi- 
ble for the young man accused of a most henious crime. That the 
public did not believe Frank had a fair chance is evidenced by the 
ilood of petitions, signed'by thousands of people in every walk of 
life and in every state in the union, beseeching a commutation of the 
sentence in the belief that later developments might definitely estab- 
lish Frank's innocence. Governor Slaton's decision will doubtless 
arouse much anger in his own state, but he has courageously done 
not only the merciful but the just thing.

"Thy 
will be done," is paralleled from the 
Talmud: "What is a short prayer? R. 
Eliezer said: Thy will be dona in heav- 
en and peace to those who fear thee on 
earth." Also Epictetus said: "Have no 
will bat the will of God and who shall 
restrain thee." But the fact that the 
same ideas have boen used by the proph- 
ets of the race docs not affect the val- 
ue of the ideas or lessen the worth of 
the prophet to the world. Old ideas are 
constantly made new and vital for a

AN EDUCATIONAL WAY 


Their Activities Recounted 


as Convention Opens 


Its Session., 


San Francisco, June 
21.—Numerous 


activities in which the American Medi- 
cal association is engaged, particularly 
in the line of educating the public for' 
the preservation of health, were report- 
ed upon" at the opening session today of 
the sixty-sixth annual meeting of the 
association. Dr. Victor C. Araughan, of 
Ann Arbor, Mjch., dean of the medical 
department of the University of Michi- 
gan, is president of the association and 
presided today at the meeting in t~hc 
exposition memorial auditorium. 


Dr. Henry B. Favill, of Chicago, who 


presented the report of,the council on 
health and public instruction, said that 
during the past year the council had 
continued the development of its pro- 
gram which includes a thorough inves- 
tigation of present public health condi- 
tions in the United States, the educa- 
tion of the public by every possible 
means, in order that the people 
may 


•understand the enormous advances in 
scientific medical knowledge during the 
last generation for the prevention of 
disease and the prolongation of human 
life. He reported that Dr.- Charleg V. 
Chapin. commissioner of 
health, 
of 


Providence. R- L, as the special repre- 
sentative of the council, visited and in- 
spected the boards of health in all of 
the states and had prepared a report as 
a bnsis of standardizing and classify- 
ing their work. He said a similar study 
of federal and municipal health activi- 
ties was being planned. 


An important "get-together" move- 


ment was indicated in the report of the 
central committee on the public health 


organization, which has made a survey 
of forty-four dill'ercnt national organi- 
zations working on public health sub- 
jects, duplicating effort, wasting money 
and labor and conflicting in functions. 
It was said a, union meeting of all the 
organizations interested was being plan- 
ned for 1916, with a view to uniting 
as many of these organizations as pos- 
sible in a single strong national organi- 
zation. 


Regarding public educational work 


the council reported that the speakers' 
bureau had furnished speakers for 151 
public meetings Curing the year and 
that the bureau of literature hod print- 
ed nearly 300,000 pamphlets on differ- 
ent public health subjects, including a 
campaign of education for mothers on 
low to save babies, and on the minimum 
sanitary requirements for rural schools. 


The educational work of the associa- 


tion regarding frauds in patent medi- 
cines and the interest shown by the 
public were reported as having steadily 
increased, and the work which the coun- 
cil undertook some ten years ago in 
elevatingjthe standard of 'requirements 
for medical education was said to have 
been so successful that the conditions 
which were outlined in the first report 
a decade ago as ideal, have now become 
a reality. There were, however, a num- 
ber of further advances to be recom- 
mended, among which were reforms in 
methods of clinical instruction in medi- 
cal colleges. 


T]IR secretary of the association, Dr. 


Alexander R. Craig, of Chicago, report- 
ed that the membership had increased 
from 74,235 in IflM to 7fi,020 this year.

serves as a mutual protection. 


The new law provides that unless 


employers or employes notify the board 
in proper form, and the notification is 
i 


accepted and approved by the board, 
then aJl employers and employes come 
automatically under the law's provi- 
sions. This'is much simpler than put- 
ting it the other way and requiring for- 
mal notice of acceptance, for the chief 
reason that the employer or employe 
who is not likely to be a warm advo- 
cate of the law'will be tlie exception. 
In cnsc any employer does not wish to 
come under the law, his notice to that 
effect is a waiver of the old laws which 
are usually resorted to in defending 
suits brought to recover damages 
in 


cases of injury or death resulting to 
an employe through accident. 


Workmen's compensation is a com- 


paratively new thing in legislation and 
its popularity is best shown in the ra- 
pidity with which it is covering the 
cartli. 
Tlie. first law of the kind was 


adopted by Germany on July (>, 1884, 
just thirty-one years ago. 
Forty-two 


nations have since adopted it. 
The 


first such law in the United States be- 
came effective in New York in 1010. 
Thirty of the forty-eight states now 
have "the law in some form or another. 
Tlie constitutionality of the law 
bus 


been well established in a number of 
the sbitos and Indiana has but to set 
to work putting the provisions into ac- 
tive operation.

The foundation of workmen's ^com- 


pensation legislation is in the principle 
of justice nnd right, and as pointed out 
by the hoard, is the belief that 
the 


burden of accidents as they affect hu- 
man employes should be cn.rried as a 
part of the cost of production just aa 
much as the breaking or wearing out 
iind replacement of .machinery is a part 
.of that expense, and.provided for in the 
cost of the manufactured article to the 
consumer. Or, as it is probably more 
forcibly put, the human employe 
is 


placed at least on an equal footing in 
this one respect of compensation with 
the mule; for when the mule has been 
killed or injured in the discharge 
of 


his duties and as a part of the busi- 
ness, the,expense has been counted as 
part of the cost of production and pro- 
vided for. Under the new law the em- 
ploye is protected and instead of the 
employer spending much money in court 
costs "and the like to defend suits for 
damages, all such things arc adjusted 
by tlie state board and nil the money 
that is paid goes to the relief of the 
man or woman deprived of the means of 
making the living. 


So the spirit and effect of the law 


is to provide that employers shall carry 
insurance in approved companies, pro- 
tecting workmen against accidental in- 
juries or death incurred in the discharge 
of their duties, the operation of the 
law in the adjustment of all claims be- 
ing in charge of the state board. 


In case employers do not wish to 


carry this insurance, but choose to as- 


I sume the risk directly, the board must 


decide if this is a safe risk 'for em- 
ployes, by forecasting the business and 
financial 'strength of the institution for 
ten years into the future, the time dur- 
ing which the payment, of compensation 
is allowed to continue. The difficulty 
of making nny such forecast is pointed 
out by citing' cnses of some large busi- 
ness institutions which have one year 
: been rated far above par and a year 
later through unforeseen circumstances 
forced entirely out of business. 


Under provisions of the Indiana law 


1 
an employe is not entitled to compensa- 
tion for the first fourteen days that an 
injury forces him to relinquish his work, 
except that lie shall be provided proper 
medical and hospital attention by and 
at the expense of the employer. 


At the end of this fourteen days he 


shall for total disability for work be 
allowed 45 per cent, of 
the 
average 


weekly wage earned for one year prc-

In case of death from 


injury dependents may receive this1 com- 
pensation and in addition thereto $100 
for funeral expenses. 
Compensation in 


no case to exceed 500 weeks, and the 
total amount paid not to exceed §5,01)0. 
Degrees of injuries and compensation 
are scaled about the same as in recog- 
nized insurance concerns. 


Sections 0 and 10 of the statute ex- 


plain the operation of the law us fol- 
lows: 


"This act shall not apply to casual 


laborers, to fa.rm or agricultural labor- 
ers and to domestic servants, nor to 
employers of such persons; unless such 
employes and their employers voluntar 
ily elect to be bound by this act. 


"Every employer who elects not to 


operate under this act shall not in any 
suit at law by «n employe to recover 
damages for personal injury or death 
by accident be permitted to defend any 
such suit at law upon any one or all of 
the following grounds: 


"That the employe was negligent; 
"That the injury was caused by the 


negligence of a fellow employe; 


"That, the employe has assumed the 


risk of injury." 


All accidents occurring within 
the 


state, 
whether in. cases coming under 


the law's operation or in 
exempted 


cases, must be reported to this board, 
the penalty for failure to make such 
report being a finn of ?25.

He declared that craft and corruption 
have done more to rcUrd tho develop- 
ment of higher citizenship alone edu- 
cational lines than anything else. He 
charged that in Bloomington and La- 
fayette, where thfirc are great institu- 
tions of 
learning, 
conditions existed 


which the world now knew were possi- 
ble in Terre Haute. 


Professor Lockridge 
said that not. 


enough civics is tanght in the schools of 
Indiana for the reason that it is not 


taken up until the hi^h school course is 
reached and then the study is optional 
and lasts but half a Tear. 


:'Thcre is an appalling indifference to 


matters pertaining to civic education." 
the speaker continued. "Those who take 
the course arc 
limited 
in time, they 


merely rattle the dry bone.* of govern- 
ment and have no civic impulse, no de- 
sire to hear about it."

Was Carefully Planned.

tion, where a .deputy purchased tickets 
for the party • to Macon. 


Frank was not handcuffed and was

A black slouched hat was pulled down 
over his face.
